V Yhiche being done, I haue laſt of all 
oncluded the duetie of both degrees briefly, 
ofs wel cõmon ſort as magiſtrates, and how ne- 
ae ceſſarie good councell is vnta gouernemente 
and the office of a counceller: and therewithall, 
what things chiefly do belong to commõ pro- 
uiſion, for the profit, preferment, ſafegard, and 
Jeſtimation of al ſocieties: wherein I doubt not, 
but the vnlearned, though he gaine none other 
profit by reading, ſhall yet bee delighted with 
the varietie of examples and ſpeeches of lear- 
Ined writers, whiche I haue filled euery leafe 
withall, to recompence his leaſure beſtowed 
there vpon. As for the learned ſorte, Ireſt mee 
cha wholly on their wonted humanitie, that fa- 
uourouſly conſtrueth euery mans good intent: 
vhiche though I neuer prooued in mine owne 
trauelles, yet if I may purchaſe pardon at firſte, 
I muſt needes accompt it a re warde of happie 
hire.

ſhameful con{iracies and odious enterpetles, 
are moſt boldlie pzaifiſed , where: ſuche lau⸗ 
dable pollicts are negleifed 02 not ſeuerely x 
diſcreetly put in extcution. Many like pꝛoui⸗ 
ſions might be bere remembzed to further the 
pꝛaiſe of neceſſarie gouernment, if the lame 
wert not ſo wel knowen vnto the ſimple,asp 
only tare and god intent of magiſtrates, may 
talely ſupplie the whole. To conclude therfoze 
of cinill regiment that wholie dependeth on 
vertue, and only foꝛ vertues ſake by laws and 
pollecies is envzed, as hath biefly bene pꝛo⸗ 
ued by the mozall obſeruations of philoſophie 
and the auncient fourme of.gonernment, in 
the floziſhing ſtates of all propte, by refour - 
ming al degrees to that firſt perfeifion, which 
the onlyzeale of vertue firſt of all enbabled:
